Miscollaiieous. 



It is a i-ulo .in-ivcd at by many aud 
careful exporiinoiits thivt about tliroo 
pounds of good food jjuv day for each 
100 weight of live .slock is a fattening 
allowance. For illustration, a sheep 
•weighing 100 pounds requires three 
pounds of food per day, and a steer 
weighing 1,U(I0 neods :iO pounds. 
The.se rules are approximately correct, 
being varied somewlmt by quality of 
food'and stock. Tho fanner knowing 
the weight of his feed and that of Lis 
stock, by applying the^o rules, can 
guess closely -as to whether he hnsfood 
enough for his stock.— 'Mass Plough- 
man. ' 

Mr. Carpenter, a proininent farmer 
of Oakland County, ilicli. .many years 
ago planted a hedge of white willow 
along one side of bis farm. Ho is now 
reaping an advantage from it not con- 
templated in setting it out. The hedge 
having grown up very tall, and by 
judicious management well thickened, 
forms an abundant shelter for wheat. 
The snow, which otherwise would be 
blown off from the field, is restrained, 
forming a mantle protection. Witli- 
out tho growth of siiuilar slioltcr bcdts 
tho production of winter wheat will 
become more precarious, and soon -we 
shall have to follow in the footsteps 
of our neighbours further West, and 
depend uiion spring wheat for bread. - 
'Detroit Free Press.' 

Ciiochi.no Porr.Tuv. — In the choice 
of poultry, tho age of the bird is the 
chief point to bo attended to. Ayoung 
turkey has a smooth black log; in an 
old one the legs are rough and red- 
dish. In domestic fowls, tlie comhs 
and the legs are smooth wliuu the bird 
is young, and rough when it is old. 
Tho bills and tho feet of the geeso .'iro 
yellow,and have few hairs upon them, 
when the bird is youns-, but they are 
red if it bo "Id 'l i"- f -cL n[ a gooso 
are pliable when the l>iid in fnirih IdU- 
ed, and dry ami sUtV wIumi il has lii;cn 
some time killed. Cecso aru (talU'd 
green till they are tv.o or tluoo months 
old. Ducks sQould be chosen by the 
feet, which should be supple, and they 
sliould also have a plump and linrd 
breast. Tlio feet of a laiiio duck aro yc 1- 
lowisli, LliKse of a wild one reddish. 
Pigeons should always lio ettten while 
they are fresh; when tiiey look llabby 
and discoloured about tbe under ])arl 
they have been kept too long. Tlie 
feet, like those of most other poultiy, 
show the ago of liio liird; when they 
aro supple, it is young; when still" it, 
is old. 'J'amo pigeons aro larger than 
wild pigeons. — 'The Kniipsack.' 

Thistles and Coltsfoot. — In refer- 
once to tho best means of exterminat- 
ing thistles and coltsfoot, the only 
meuns I have fmuid successful is re- 
fuse salt, ajiplicd at tin' v;di; of one 
ton per acre. This ■.viH li.; Lhini;;hl: a 
heavy dressing, bnt my case was ii 
severe one. The laud was so monopo- 
lized by coltsfoot and thistles that not 
a blndo of ;(r;iss or ;fi'ain of wheal 
would grow; in la^'l, had nut ronm to 
gi"0\v. The owner of llio land gave it 
mo for five ycai's al a very low rental, 
in order to clear it of the weeds. The 
salt was sown in February, and plinigli- 
ed down. The land was loft a f:'w 
weeks, and ploJiglicd a,r;d:i, and in 
July had a dressing of dung, which 
was ploughed in. The land was then 
cropped with cabhago (mangel wurzol 
would have done as well,) and with a 
few exceptions, was a VI I V iiin) crop. 
I have seen neither collsfiiol nor this- 
tle on that land hinco, anil il is now 
nearly twenty years ago. i\Iy land- 
lord has kindly quadrupled niy ^ont 
in consequence of the increased fertil- 
ity of the field. — "London Gardner's 
CJironiole." 



Women's Toes.:— The Oinoihriati 
'Commerciar says: — 'Oanova chose 

500 beautiful women from whom to 
model his Veaus, and among thom all 
could not find a deso*'cit set of toes. 
If ho lived now-a-days what luck 
would ho have under tho dainty littlo 
buttoned boots, with their sharp-poin- 
ted heols? As soon as tho helpless 
baby can put its foot on tho ground, 
and before it can complain in words, 
.shoes are put on it by which the widih 
the toes is contracted fully half an 
inch, and usually a stiff counter is 
ordered in the boel, with samo vague 
idea of 'slrenglhouiiig tlio anlde.' 
From that lime, no mailer how watch- 
ful or sensible its parents may bo in 
other respects, theso inslruments of 
torture alwoys constitute part of its 
dross. The toes are forced into a nar- 
row space, year by year, 'to ,give a 
good shape to the foot,' until they 
overlap and knot and knob themselves 
over with incipient corns and bunions. 
Then tho hool is lifted from tho 
ground by artilicial means, and thus 
the action of the calf muscles is hin- 
dered and the elastic cartilage of the 
whole foot is stiJlened at the earliest 
and most tender period of its growth. 
The results are a total lack of elastici- 
ly in the step and cai'riage, and a foot 
inevitably distorted.' 

IjN'ula.nd Ext:nANC.iNa Tkkuitoiiy with 
FuANcic. — According to tho Cologne 
'Gazelto'b' calculation, tho French 
claims in Newfoundland are to be ar- 
ranged by an iHtorchange of territory 
on the West Coast of Africa. The 
English settlement of Gambia is to 
be given for the French settlements 
of Gaboon, Assiniee, Great Ihisain, 
and Molicoro, besides tho peaceable 
surrcniler of tho privilege of fishing 
in Newfoundland. Such, says tho 
'Gazette,' is Lord Carnarvon's plan 
for protecting British, rights in tho 
Newfoundland lisheries. The English 
settlomont to bo exchanged, it states 
to be of very great" value, while the 
French settlements aro comparatively 
worthless. The whole matter is in 
tho hands of a Committee of tho Koy- 
al Colonial Institute, of wiiich tho 
Duko of Manchester is President. 
Their report will bo shortly made 
])ublic, and also handed over to tbe 
Colonial Office for official recognition.

SS-epreseutation. 

Mr. Smith, uiembor for Yulo, has 
given notice of a Bill to am end ibe 
Constitution so as to admit a roprc- 
Bentative from Cassiar to tbo Local 
House. The absence from tlie Speech 
of any reference to tbo claiius 
to representation of our new and 
valuable gold-fiekls has been very 
severely commented upon in po- 
litical and other circles. It was a 
grave omission; but in a document 
■whore there are so man}- sins of omis- 
sion and commission, a blunder more 
or less is not likely to occasion much 
surpribO. There is no doubt that Cas- 
siar stands greatly in need of political 
representation. Her population last 
summer was estimated at 1200, of 
which the electors would probably 
number 700, a voting population 
greater than that of any other district, 
except Yictoiia, in tbo Province. To 
debar this laryo body of electors from 
political represoutation is to deprive 
them of priviiciros to which they are 
entitled. I'ho presence of a member 
from the district on the floor of the 
House would enable the uiiners of 
Cassiar to draw tbo attention of the 
country to their grievances much more 
effectually than they can do now 
through the only channel open to 
them. At present they arc conlinod 
to petition — tbe efliuai y of wbicb, to 
judge from tbe fruitless ros'.ilts of ])<;- 
titions already sent in, is more than 
doubtful. But while we would prens 
the claims of Casiiar strouii ly on the 
House, we cannot help sayinfj;' that 
there are districts wboso claims to in- 
oreased representation might bo jjro- 
fitably considered at the same time. 
Last year Mr. Kobson, who then re- 
presented Nanaimo in the Local 
House, introduced a Bill to give Cas- 
siar one representative and Nanaimo 
an additional rcprcseutativo in the 
Local House. This Bill was ojiposed 
by the Government and either thrown 
out by tbo Silent Briifado or burk- 
ed on the last day of tho session. 
Nanaimo, town and disiriet, has a po- 
pulation of 2000. It is situa ed in the 
centre of a large and wealthy district, 
and if accorded a representation at the 
same ratio as some other districts, 
would have two or tiiree dozen mem- 
bers on the floor of tbe House. We 
are aware, however, that remote, scat- 
tered and varied iutere.its prevent the 
application of the rule of reijresenta- 
tion by population in this Province; 
but, nevertheless, an alteration of the 
Constitution, which may involve a re- 
distribution of seats on a more equita- 
ble basis, would appear to be necessa- 
ry. While Mr. Smith's Bill is before 
the House advantage should be taken 
to secure some such alteration. It is 
not desirable, of cour:se, disturb 
the "balance of jiower" which now se- 
cures tho ]\laiulnnd K5 and tho Island 
12 members in the Local House. The 
-proposition to give Cassiar a member 
without giving the Island an addi- 
tional one, would naturally excite dis- 
trust on tho part of tbo latter section 
and be the means of breaking down the 
intente cordiale wbiob is daily growing 
stronger. If it be thought advisable 
to increaeo the representation in the 
House by giving Cassiar a member the 
claims of Nanaimo should lie also con- 
sidered, so that the "political equili- 
brium" may be maintained. There 
are those amongst us who believe that 
tho principles of Constitutional Gov- 
ernment cannot bo Huecessfully car- 
ried out with so small a number of 
representatives as 25, because a iifin- 
istrj that can easily buy asnmll major- 
ity in a House of that size would tind 
it much more difficult to control a 
House of 40. This is true in the ab- 
stract; but if constitnencios will send 
purchasable rogues wlio.se ])reKonee at 
home is so intolerable tliat tliey are 
elected toget rid of them, tlie mere 
increase of numbtirs would be no jjro- 
toction against the passage of bad laws. 
In any alteration of tho Constitution 
that may be made — and wo certainlv 
think an alteration of tho representa- 
tion clause highly necessary — we 
should urge on the House the adop- 
tion of a policy of redistribution rather 
than an increase in the number of re- 
presentatives which would involve an 
additional expense that tho country in 
tbe present low state of its ilnanees is 
scarcely able to bear. The only diiii- 
culty that we can see to the adoption 
of this plan ia that unless a vacancv 
were to occur in some ilislricfc Cassiar 
would remain without a member till 
the next general election, as tbo sit 
tingf members must hold their seats 
until a dissolution of the present 
House. This, of course, is a grave 
obstacle to tbe adoption of the 
tribution plan, but it is not an 
perable one.

Victoria, Jau. l-lth, 1876. 
Editou Colonist: — In the Gover- 
nor's speech tho other day it was 
stated 'New Mining Laws would be 
enacted.' Why don't the Govern- 
ment first give :lUB'" .8omepji%„Y'''^^^° 
able to carry out those, "now exi'sting. 
Miners, as a class, are loth to ask for 
anything, and thus seldom get thought 
of. 

Two millions of dollars came out of 
tho Cassiar gold mines last year. One 
thousand men were left in tho wilds 
of British Siberia, away from all pleas- 
ant surroundings, getting gold, and 
that, too. without a thought; none to 
represent them or get a law passed 
for their benefifc^nothiDg„donfl» i." 
fact, cither for the comforts of their 
bodies or souls. 

Thousands of this money are spent 
by the minors wintering hero and yet 
il seems to me (in many instances) 
they are hardly tolerated, and consid- 
ered not respectable enough, for its 
society. 

They are nudged on tho corners of 
the street and asked why they do not 
come to church ? No wonder thoy 
show their animosity to this. They 
are left all the balance of the season 
to do as they please, live or die, no 
matter, in an out of tbo way place; 
but no preacher of their I\Iaster's word 
over goes near them. Talk about col- 
lections for missionaries to foreign 
jjartsl Why, here is the neglected 
white man, the colored man, the 
heathen Cbinoo, and then comes 'Lo! 
tlie poor Indian.' Oh! ye preachers 
of Christ's word, make no excuses — 
you can make none. There are many 
of you in Victoria. Is it such a wick- 
ed city above all tbe rest that you can- 
not leave it? You surely can, or per- 
haps, you, too, belong to Govern- 
ment. 

Oh! you Bishop of Columbia! Just 
think! 1,000 men in a Christian 
country, collected for seasons, and 
not a cedar cut down for a houso of 
God — not a shepherd to preach the 
glad tidings of great joy. What a 
valuable flock without a shepherd. 

McDame Creek is 100 miles from 
Dease Creek, where the Court-house 
is situated. The Commissioner went 
tbei-e twice last year, staying 24 hours 
the first time and 20 tho last time; 
there were very many cases to be tried 
but tbo Commissioner wanted to re- 
turn, so they \Yerc not tried. And so 
all these miners lost a valuable season; 
in fact, we had no law. 

This coming season business will be 
heavy and if such a state of things 
should exist as last season the miners 
will call a Convention, enact laws and 
settle cases themselves. There was no 
regular recorder of claiius; no consta- 
bles; no magistrate; indeed, no official 
of any kind, not a cent was spent for 
tbo benefit of tho miners although they 
paid the government thousands of 
dollars. 

We have no trail to the Creek and 
tbo merchants charged us more than 
100 per cent, for our goods than on 
Dease Creek. Tho travelling expenses 
of the Gold Commissioner down there 
and back twice last season would have 
paid to cut a trail, which can bo done 
in 70 miles so that animals can get 
there and give the minors fresh meat; 
but perhaps, as usual, it is thought 
beans and bacon are good enough for 
Your truly, A Minek.

British Columbia and the Cauaaian 
Pnciflc Bailway. 

[Toronto Globe, Dec. 24tU,l 

The miuuto points out that the oourso 
of tho Government of Canada must ho 
subject to this condition "thrice recorded 
in tho journals of tho Houso of Commons." 
It refers to the several features of tho now 
terms, and ur,gas that the Vancouver's Is- 
land Railway is a work essentially local 
in its oharaoter, and one. therefore, that 
should under ordinary circumstances bo 
undertaken by tho Local Government. 
It ia tlioii i)roposed that tho British Co- 
luiubiaiis should relievo tho Government 
of Canada of tho obligation to build tho 
Cauudian I'acilic liailwaj', accepting in 
lieu thereof, aud "as compensation for 
any delays that may lako 2>laoe in the 
construction of tho Pacific Railway," a 
cash l)onus of .$750,000, to bo ajipliod 
oithor towards tho local railway or other 
public works, Canada also surrendering 
any claim to lands which may have been 
resorvcd on "N'ancoiivcr Island for railway 
puri)oses. If this proposal bo accepted 
tho Government will be prepared to sub- 
mit to Parliament nt its forthcoming ses- 
sion the iiioasnres necessary to give it 
effect. 

ITornnlo Olubi', Pci'. 27. | 
On the reoeiiit, in tho lirst instaneo, of 
tho minuto of Council embodying tho 
now pro[iosals mado to British Columbia 
by tho Govornmont of Canada, wo were 
under tho impression that tho offer of ii 
sum of §750,000 was intended to cover 
not only tho rolinquishment of tho 'Van- 
couver Island Railway but also tho abro- 
gation of the tini!! limit agreed upon be- 
tween tho two (ii)veriiuieiits for tho com- 
Ijlotion of the railway from Lake .Superi- 
or to tlu! Pacilic Ocean by tho end of tho 
year IS',);). It did not in tho least follow, 
as HDiu(! of the Conservative organs have 
as.ierted, th;d tho Paoiflo Railway scheme 
had be(Mi rclincpiished, but simply thot, 
freed from any express contract as to 
tiino, tho C.uiadiau (iovornmcnt would 
llioii hnvo been aljle to proceed with tho 
work exolusiv(dy as a national ent«rpriso, 
unencuuibereil witli aiiy local obligations 
or considerations of purely sectional in- 
lorests. Such an arrangement would, wo 
boliove, iu tho eud havo done no wrong 
to British Columbia, while it would have 
put tho responsibility of the Dominioa 
on a fair and rational basis. It seoms, 
however, that tho proffered bonus applies 
to tho relinquishnii'ut of tho Vancouver 
Island Itailway only; and that tho agroo- 
lucnt, therefore, stiuuls witli respect to 
tlio main line exactly as it stood before 
tho miuuto of Council was written. A 
review of tho oiroumstances under which 
the miuuto of Council was passed is nec- 
essary to a clear understanding of its con- 
tents find purjiort. 

■\Vhilo every one admits tho advant.igo 
to British .'Vmerica of having railway com- 
municatiou across the continent, it must 
also be conceded, and wo believe it gene- 
rally is oonieded, that it vonld bo a very 
serious error on the part of the Govern- 
ment to involve the country in financial 
embarrassment to a;!complish its con- 
struction. Evoryotio felt wlien Lord Car- 
narvon's propositions in their modified 
form were assented to, that the Govern- 
ment had gone as far us it was proper, or 
indeed possible, to go without causing 
such embarrassment; and a large number 
of [leoplo woro impressed with tho con- 
viction that tho terms olTered were very 
lil>eral to 15ritish Columbia. Still, it was 
desirable in the general interests of tho 
Confederation that harmony between its 
several members should bo fully estab- 
lished, and, therefore tho country as a 
whole was dis})osed ta acquiesce, though 
not without some hesitation. As the re- 
cent Order in Council says, "it must be 
borne in mind that every stop iu the ne- 
gotiations is necessarily iinnlicatod upon 
and Mubject to till' condition of tho reso- 
lution of tho House of tJonuuonS jiassed 
iu 1871," — that no increase should bo 
made in the then existing rate of taxation. 
In other words, the Government had rea- 
son to believe that they would be able to 
secure tho expenditure of the two mil- 
lions of dollars per annum in tho Province 
of British Columl)ia ou construction, after 
tho locatiun of tho line, by tho (Jovern- 
ment aud contractors together, anil tho 
proceeds of tho sales of the lands, without 
necessitating any increase of the taxation 
of the ]}eoplo for that purpose; and hence 

the agruomont. 

The construction of tho propo.sed line 
of railway from i'.Miuim.ilt to Nanaiino, 
about 05 miles iu lengtli, was simply and 
purely, as staled in tho minute of 8th of 
July, 1874, "as componsatiou to tho most 
populous part of the Province for tho re- 
quirement of a longer time for complet- 
ing tho lino on the mainland." The line 
ou tho islanil, it .-.eenis, can cnly bo built 
by huggiii.g pretty closidy the coast on 
the inner aide. It lheref(n'o developes uo 
part of the Ishuid; imd though a portion 
of it ninir N'anuimo traverses tho coal 
fields, it is not likely that tho railway 
would carry any coal from the neighbor- 
hood of Nannimo for Hliiprannt to Escjni- 
malt and '\'icloriu, as it iMU bo conveyed 
SI) much clieap'U' by walio-. The grijiit 
diisire by the British (Inluiiitiia Oov(^rii- 
meiit lo havo this line I'oiisti uclod iiiUat, 
therefore, havo been eliiclly to secure tho 
expeiidilurc of a largo sum of luonoy in 
the country. The Order in Council pro- 
poses to jdiy tho sum of §750,000 to tho 
I'roviiieo of I'.rilish Columbia for tho 
purpose! of ciiii-l rur'l iiig this lini! of rail- 
way by (he people themselves, as well as 
lo hurrender the chum to lands <;olitainsd 
in tho tweiity-iuile belt reciuired to be 
given to tho Dominion Government by 
tlio Bill of last session; or, iu case tho 
Proviuco should prefer undertaking somo 
other works, tho money to bo availablo 
f-ir that purposn. 'L'liis, in view of ii;,'i ee- 
ment, praclieidly jdiices it in the power (jf 
tho Local L ■I'.isliC ore lo nay for what 
public pur|.o.., the .r'T.'.O.Odll AvM 1)0 ap- 
jilied; and wlieii this i.i iiuliiMteil, tho 
n.'cessary sti-ps will bo taken to procure 
Piiiliaiiient.iiy aut liorily at tho ccnning 
ses.sion, after which the J^ominiou Gov- 
oniinent would bo entirely released from 
nil obligation for railway construction ou 
Vancouver Island. 

It must be remembered in this conneo- 
tion that the lato Government, by Order 
in Council, mado the PaoiAc Railway ter- 
minus at Esquimau, thus undertakiug to 
build at le;ist miles from the head of 
But" Inlet — which h.is lieen looked upon 
as lli(! iioint lik'dy to be touchoil on tho 
in.iiulaiid — nllhoiigh n.ol culled fm- by the 
terms of union. This f.oH induced tsir 
John Macdonald and Dr. Tupper last ses- 
sion to vote for the Nauaimo and Etqui- 
mult Railwoy Bill in tho Houso of Oom- 
mons; yet wli mi it r(>aclied tho Senate 
Mr. Cainpbi'I! nn.l I\h', -Vikins voted 
a;.'aiii8t it, not v.'i I h.'.l aiitlir.g it was less 
than a fourtii jiart of the addition, which 
they, as members of the lato Govorninont 
had grataitouslj made to the length of 



the Pacific lino. The Oppositiou leaders 
in tho Gommonn were not powerful 
enough to carry out tho plan wdiich tlie\- 
agreed to carry out in tho S(uiate, and 
thoreforo, thoy took tho credit of voting 
for the Bill in the one House, and as- 
sumed the responsibility of voting iigainst 
it in tho other, 

» * a • » 

It is evident that it would bo impossi- 
ble to got au iutolligont tender from any 
company for tho work until tho survoys 
should havo been so far oomplotod as to 
permit at least of an approximate profile 
of tho liuo being prepared, as well as n 
general description of the proposed work 
of construction. Tho extreme difficulty 
of oljtaining such a survey in British Co- 
lumbia might have been anticipated, 
tluju.gh strango to say it was entirely ig- 
luireil. Upwards of four years woro ex- 
hausted iu exploring iho country and 
making trial lines before it became possi- 
ble to oommenoo location in any part. 
This shows in a very strong light the ex- 
tremo folly of tho lato Ctovernment in en- 
gaging to finish the entire line from Lake 
Nipissiug to Esquimau within five years 
from next July. 

No one regrets moro than we do tho 
regrets that have occurred or the disap- 
pointmont the people of British Colum- 
bia have had to experience; but delays 
and disappointments were inseparable 
from the nature of tho first agreemept, 
and in seeking to keep faith with British 
Columljin, to compensate her for any 
breach of contract, tho Government havo 
to recollect that they are acting as the 
trustees not of British Columbia alono 
but of tho whole jieople. 

Canadian Mail- 

(Por fil^aiiiBliip City of Panama.] 

Orr.iw.i, Dec 21. — A rather impor- 
tant event in connection with tho sur- 
veys of tlie Canadian Pacilic Itailway 
has recently occurred, which is wor- 
thy of a passing notice. It will bo re- 
membered that these surveys first be- 
gan in the summer of 1871, from tho 
valley of the Ottawa ou the one side, 
and from British Columbia on the 
other. They were at first to a large 
extent experimental and preliminary. 
Bye-and-bye moro exact survoys were 
made, and finally tho location surveys 
were undertaken, iiocessitating caro 
ful lineal measure and levels. Somo 
time ago the instrumental surveys 
bad been caTried from the tide water 
of tho Pacific to the eastern flank of 
tho Rocky Mountains. Surveying 
parties were at work during tho whole 
of the winter of 187'i-75, aud by last 
spring tho lino was located as far west 
as the town plot of Livingstone, near 
Fort Polly. Tho surveys havo since 
been vigorously continued easterly 
from Livingstone. Inch by inch tho 
surveyors have boon busily measuring 
and levelling towards a common poiut; 
day by day they have been approach- 
ing nearer and nearer each other. 
The}' have at last met. Ou Christ- 
mas Day I\Ir. Fleming received a tele- 
gram from Battle Kiver, a station ou 
tho Pacilic Telegraph lino, iu the Sas- 
katscbewan country, announcing tho 
important fact that the surveys had at 
last been eouuected. The point of 
connection is latitude 5.3 dog. G min. 
3G sec. noith, longitude 113 deg.2min. 
'15 sec. west. The geutlomen directly 
connected with the parties above re- 
ferred to are: Mr. H. A. F. Macleod, 
in general charge of the surveys iu 
that district; Mr. D. E. R. Lucas, iu 
charge of the party from the east; 
A.N. liiittau, iu charge of the party 
from the west. The members of tho 
engineering staff who have had the 
satisfaction of comploting the chain of 
accurate instrumental raeasnreraents re^ 
ferred to — the first of the kind that have 
over been mado between tho Atlantic and 
the Pacilic within tho lim.ts of tho Dom- 
inion — havo undorgcmo hardships and 
oxi)osuro which those in comfortable 
housas little dream of. Somo of them 
have been entirely under canvass since 
the spring of 187-1, and were out during 
the whole of last winter when tho thcr 
mometor for weeks at a stretch many de- 
grees below zero.
